STOP BUYING GOODS IN JAPAN 


Woolworth Co. and the S. S. Kres- 
ge Co, said yesterday they were 
withdrawing from the market for 
Japanese made goods. : 

“Our policy is to buy only mer- 
chandise that is acceptable to the 
public,” R. R. Williams, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of merchan for 
the Kresge Co., said in Detroit, T. J. 
Mullin, assistant to the president of 
the Woolworth chain, said here 
that the far Hastern war was re- 
sponsible for his company’s stand. 

“What we have left on our coun- 
ters was bought and paid for 
months before the outbreak of the 
war,” Mullin said, adding his com- 
pany purchased from Japan only 
articles not readily obtainable on 
the American market. These, he 
said, were nct more than one per 
cent of total purchases. Williams 
said merchandise his chain bought 
for the holiday trade Was ordered 
and paid for as far back as last 
January. He added: 

“Boycotts called suddenly against 
Japanese merchandise are boycotts 
against American merchants and 
not against Japanese exporters or 
manufacturers: who already have 
their money.” 

Some importers handling Japan- 
ese business said there had been a 
noticeable decline in imports of 
Japanese novelties. An executive 
of one importing firm said he had 
noticed a “tremendous” decline. 
Some semi-manufactured and man- 
ufactured goods made of silk, one 
of the chief imports, were affect- 
ed, he said, 


RULING ON SAFE DEPOSIT 
BOX SEALS WITHDRAWN 


Banks Not Required to Await In- 
spection When Holder's 
0 t Dies.

JEFFERSON CITY; Dec. 29.— 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick 
has withdrawn a ruling which re- 
quired banks to seal safe deposit 
boxes on the death of any agent 
authorized by the box-holder to 
open the box. The boxes were to 
be kept sealed until their contents 
had been inspected, for inheritance 
tax purposes, by a representative 
of the State Treasurer. 

The Attorney-General said this 
requirement had been imposed on 
the theory that agents might keep 
property of their own in boxes 
rented to others to which the 
agents had access. Experience has 
shown, he said, that this practice 
was not common, and that box- 
holders were sometimes inconven- 
lenced by being denied access to 
their boxes pending the inspection.

Shortly after the by was at- 
tacked, three of the animals were 
shot by Richmond Heights police. 
Managing Director A. J. Chesbro of 
the Humane Society took charge of 
the hunt and, to avoid using fire- 
arms in the section, about one and 
one-half miles square, he placed 
drug capsules in ground meat to 
be scattered at places where it ap- 
ared the dogs had slept.

Seven puppies found yesterday in 
a hollow tree stump will be held at 
the Humane Society Shelter for 
persons who want them as pets. 
Chesbro said the leader of the 
pack, a heavy gray dog, seemingly 
was a “fine specimen,” from the 
glimpse he had of him in the woods.

PRODUCHON COSTS OFFSET 
GAIN IN FARMERS’ INCOME 


G. Black, chief of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, said today

nullified an estimated $580,000,000 
increase in the national farm cash 
income this year. 

In a report to Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace emphasizing that 
“burdensome surpluses again loom 
as a check upon recovery,” Black 
said this year’s production would 
cost farmers about $500,000,000 
more than in 1938. 

The cash farm income has been 
estimated at 38,500,000, 000 com- 
pared with 57,920,000, 000 last year. 

Black said the farm payroll was 
510,000,000 greater than last year, 
and that seed, feed and fertilizer

Divided Ownership of Land. 

Half of the land, which is bisect-

ert A. Burns, secretary. Greens- 
felder, head of the Fruin-Colnon 
Construction Co., is vice-chairman 
of the State Wild Life Conservation 
Commission and a leader in regional 
planning bodies. Burns is head of 
the Bush-Burns Realty Co., agent 
for the undeveloped Westhampton 
subdivision, which comprises the 
Northampton company’s fire clay 
land and property extending west 
to Hampton boulevard. The Supe- 
rior Press Brick Co., of which Louis 
T. Meyer is president, bought the 
eastern half of the tract primarily 
to obtain surface clay for brick 
making.

There are several sunken spots 
in the surface where the ground 
has collapsed into the old workings.

Decreases of 20.7 per cent in em- 
ployment and 25 per cent In pay- 
rolls in November, as compared 
with October, were shown by.

How Government Activities 
Can Be Curbed.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 29.—In a de- 
partment entitled They'd None of 
Em Be Missed,” in this week's 
American Machinist, a McGraw 
Hill publication, out today, J. C. 
— vice- president of the 

Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co., is 
one of several industrial executives 
to contribute suggestions in reply 
to President Roosevelt's recent gen- 
eral challenge asking what Govern- 
ment bureaus or activities could be 
abolished or consolidated in the in- 
terest of economy. 

Argetsinger writes as follows: 

“The following occur to me as 
some governmental agencies, which 
definitely overlap and which could 
be abolished and their duties trans- 
ferred or which could be combined 
with one or more agencies: 

“Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation, Commodity Credit 
Corporation, Emergency Conserva- 
tion Works, Electric Home and 
Farm Authority, Rural Electfifica- 
tion Administration, Federal Co- 
ordination for Industrial Co-opera- 
tion, National Resources Commis- 
sion, National Youth Administra- 
tion (said to be Communistic), Re- 
settlement Administration, U. 8. 
Railroad Administration. 

“More controversial, of course, 
are the following bureaus, but it 
seems to many of us, if they were 
abolished, or their duties trans- 
ferred, the country would breathe 
more freely: 

Federal Housing Administration, 
Home Loan Administration, Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation, Tennes- 
see Valley Authority, National La- 
bor Relations Board (transfer to 
Federal Trade Commission), Bi- 
tuminous Coal Board (transfer to 
Federal ‘trade Commission), Fed- 
eral-Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion, Public Works Administration, 
Works Progress Administration, 

“The last two should be curtailed 
definitely in activities and their ac- 
tivities should be combined: 

“The Social Security Act .should 
be entirely rewritten so as to be 
placed on an economic basis.”

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29.—The 
New Deal is attempting to deal with 
“consequences and not with catises,“ 
Lewis W. Douglas, former United 
States Budget Director, declared 
yesterday in an address to the 
en gy can Political Science Associa- 

on. 

Douglas asserted that the New 
Deal, “instead of temperately reduc- 
ing, as it promised in 1932, the pow- 
erful vested interests which had 
grown up in the soil, so well fer- 
tilized by its predecessor, proceeded 
to create a vast array of additional 
vested interests.” 

“Instead of attempting to make 
monopolistic practices less preval- 
ent,” he said, “it has accepted mo- 
nopoly as desirable. Against the 
practices of the industrial interests, 
it has legalized agricultural mo- 
nopoly; against the remote control 
and monopolistic pfactices of em- 
ployers, it has encouraged remote 
control and monopolistic practices 
of employes; against the private 
power to fix prices of industrial 
products, it is endeavoring to ob- 
tain for itself the authority which 
ultimately leads to a control of 
prices.” 

Nationalism and Tariffs. 

Lewis traced the origin of the 
collectivist movement to the pro- 
gressive erection of tariff barriers 
since the 1870s. This has resulted 
in a spirit of economic nationalism 
now menacing the peace of Europe, 
he said, and a growth of monopoly 
in this country. 

He advocated removal of import 
quotas, “excessive tariffs and their 
handmaidens, exchange restrictions 
and depreciated currencies,” in or- 
der to end economic warfare. 

“If hostilities are to be prevent- 
ed,” said Douglas, “nations must 
be given an opportunity by peaceful 
and natural intercourse to obtain 
the things necessary at least for a 
reasonable subsistence level. 

“Commercial policy, heretofore 
viewed as a matter of peculiarly 
domestic concern, must now be con- 
sidered as one of profound interna- 
tional importance.” 


Economic Internationalism, 

Douglas, who resigned as director 
of the budget in disagreement with 
New Deal fiscal policies, warned 
that “unless the freedom of mar- 
kets is restored; unless the course 
of public policy everywhere runs. 
strongly in: the direction of eco- 
nomic . internationalism,” it was 
“doubtful that the freedom of all in- 
stitutions—enterprise, speech, edu- 
cation,..religon—can survive.“ 

In tracing the history of monopo- 
lies and tariff walls, Douglas said 
that to him, 1872 was as historic a 
year as i776, “for it marked a 
change in the direction of public 
policy toward the mercantilism and 
absolutisni from which, a century 
before, we had sought our free- 
dom.” 

“During the whole post-war pe- 
riod agricultural and other exports 
were maintained by the granting of 
foreign loans which physically never 
left the country,” he continued. 
“When the collapse came and for- 
eign loans ceased, exports decreased 
because they had little gold with 
which to buy and because import 
restrictions which many of their 
governments imposed in hopeless 
efforts to reinforce their own econ- 
omies acted as effective barriers. 
Thus, agricultural and, indeed, 
other raw material surpluses were 
created at home. 

Policy of Scarcity. 

In efforts to reduce them we 
adopted a policy of paying people 
for producing less—a policy of 
scarcity—a policy of governmental- 
ly sanctioned monopoly. All of 
this stems from the policy of pro- 
tection initiated in 1872. Those 
who object to an economy of scarc- 
ity should interpose no objection 
to the removal of its incentive. 
“Those who seek a system of free 
bargains made in open markets and 
those who seek a distribution of 
wealth through producing more 
goods at lower prices must acqui- 
esce in the efforts to reduce trade 
barriers everywhere. They cannot 
obtain the former without accept- 
ing the latter.” 

Douglas is the new principal of 
McGill University at Montreal, The 
title is equivalent to president,

TELLS HOW ANCIENT TROY'S 
SCAEAN GATE WAS FOUND 


Describes Massive 
ere at Site of City 
in ‘Turkey. 
By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29. — Dis- 
covery of ancient Troy’s Scanac 
Gate from which Helen watehed the 
Grecian and Trojan heroes in battle 
3000 years ago was described yes- 
terday by Dr. Carl W. Blegen, field 
director of the University of Cin- 
cincinnati's archeological expedition 
to the site of the famous city in 
Turkey. 

Dr. Blegen told the Archeolpgical 
Institute of America at its annual 
session nere that his expedition un- 
covered massive foundations of 
walls which surrounded Troy at the 
time Agamemmenon and Ulysses 
led the Greeks against it. The 
foundations, found at the northwest 
side of the city, were approximately 
20 feet thick and they supported 
walls 30 of 40 feet high. 

A clearly defined break in the 
foundations was described as the 
Scaean Gate, through which, Homer 
recounted, the Trojans went out to 
fight.

London, they say, had the foggiest Christmas 
in 33 years, which’ turns the clock back to 1904 
and Edward VII, and, over here, to Theodore Roose- 
velt, and, everywhere, to the pre-wristwatch age, It 
turns the clock back to that American romantic, 
Richard Harding Davis, who held the habitues of 
fashionable clubs spellbound with yarns of intrigue, 
mystery and murder, all bundled together in that 
fascinating volume, “In the Fog.” 

The London fogs have always had their factual 
toll of ludicrous misadventures, with an occasional 
touch of tragedy, as reported in the papers, but 
English literature has somehow failed to tap this 
potential source of the weird and comical. Offhand, 
we can recall no memorable transcription of the phe- 
nomenon from a British pen. No one would expect 
a professional booster like William Shakespeare to 
exploit such a malign conspiracy of the elements. 
But even as faithful-a reporter as Chaucer detoured 
the fog, and do did they all, from Cre to the latest 
Christmas. 

Here in St. Louis, we wear no such muzzle. True, 
our smoggiest morning is untarnished radiance com- 
pared with a soup-enveloped London sunrise, but we 
talk about it, boldly, even if we don’t do anything 
about it. 

At that, we are one up on the weak, speechless 
behavior of London. 


THE FITTING MEMORIAL.

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SAVAGERY IN SPAIN. 


In a renewal of firing upon the civilian population 
of Madrid, eight persons were killed and 60 wounded 
in a 48-hour period. One of the shells hit a street 
car, killing three persons and wounding eight, and 
another struck a line of prospective ticket purchasers 
outside a theater, killing two and wounding 12. 
Obviously, much if not most of the bombardment 
of Madrid in the last year has had no justification 
from a military point of view; that is, it has not 
been directed at shattering fortified enemy positions 
or in crippling lines of communication or any of the 
other activities that are recognized as tactically 
sound. 

What case, then, can be made for hurling shells 
into the midst of a populous city? We hear occa- 
sionally the argument that, brutal though it may be, 
this practice results in terrorizing the population, 
weakening its morale and hence shortening the dura- 
tion of the war. 

Madrid furnishes the complete refutation. Never 
in history has a civillan population been so sys- 
tematically bombarded over a long period of time: 
never have so many non-combatants served as a tar- 
get for artillery fire. With what result? Nothing 
but mass murder of innocent human beings. 

The morale of the city, far from being shaken, is 
high. When people ride on street cars and stand in 
ticket lines instead of cowering in shell-proof refuges, 
the demoralization that bombardment is supposed to 
effect has not come off. 

In many ways, as the Post-Dispatch showed in a 
recent series of articles, the life of Madrid flows on 
despite the danger of death from bomb and shell. 
The Madrileno and Madrilena, even the children, re- 
fuse to lose courage, insist upon living their lives, 
even though many of them have paid for it with 
mangled bodies. 

In the light of this, what savagery it is to rain 
death upon the defenseless! 
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From our own Washington University we learn 
that more women are radical in their beliefs than 
men. The reason, we suppose, must be that men are 
just naturally inclined to the right. 
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AMBASSADOR DODD’S DEPARTURE. 


The circumstances of his departure from Berlin 
made it clear, if nothing else had done so, that Am- 
bassador William E. Dodd was persona non grata 
to the Nazis. No one from the German Foreign 
Office appeared to bid the retiring American envoy 
farewell, as diplomatic usage provides. The Foreign 
Minister did not give the customary farewell dinner 
in his honor, nor did Chancellor Hitler receive him 
before departure. Thus snubbed by the Nazis, Mr. 
Dodd found only fellow-Americans on hand to say 
good-by. 

In William Dodd, this country sent to Germany 
one of its distinguished historians, an educator of 
note, a man of keen mind and high character. Be- 
cause he did not conceal his preference for democ- 
racy as compared with dictatorship, Mr. Dodd soon 
fell into disfavor there. But did the Nazis suppose an 
American envoy would disavow the creed of his na- 
tive land to embrace its antithesis? The require- 
ments of diplomacy are such, however, that an envoy 
with definite convictions -must keep them hidden. 
Though Mr. Dodd made no overt breaches of the 
amenities, his touchy hosts soon found him unbear- 
able. That he remained for four years, in the face 
of “some real discouragements,” is.a tribute to his 
character. 

His successor, Hugh R. Wilson, is a career diplo- 
mat of 27 years’ experience abroad, and perhaps bet- 
ter scheoled than Mr. Dodd in the fine art of con- 
cealing thought.

But 
of its members then berated him for 
Now that he wants to check the defi 
watch Congress for its votes on approj 
tions that cause them.

dissolved, however, in the civilian 
population from which it had been 
drawn,

That this happened was due prin- 
cipally to Mr. Baker's iron resolu- 
tion, taken at the very beginning, 
that it should happen. Often I 
heard him say, even at the most 
critical moments of the struggle. 
that he was the civilian head of 
the army, and that he would. not 
forget that ‘after the war there 
would again be peace. 

He knew very well that it is 
dangerous for a democracy to go 
to war because in. winning a vic- 
tory it may so easily lose its own 
soul, .The. great good fortune of 
this country was that Mr. Baker 
understood this clearly. And so, if 
his army did not make the world 
safe for democracy, it did in any 
event do nothing to make this coun- 
try unsafe for democracy. 

Mr. Baker, it always seemed to 
me, had the exceptional strength 
of an almost selfles man. I do 
not know of any public man in our 
time who rose to such heights of 
power with so little personal am- 
bition, or gave up power so easily 
and with so little personal regret. 

He had many enemies, but he 
himself was almost without enmity. 
He was one of the kindest, most 
considérate and magnanimous hu- 
man beings of our time. He had 
no vanity, no resentments and no 
sense, I think, that he had been 
called to a high place at a great 
moment in history and that he had 
the chance to carve out. for. him- 
self a memorable career and a re- 
sounding reputation. He seemed, 
rather, to take a certain satisfac- 
tion in the motion that he, who 
had to send men to the trenches to 
face mutilation and death, should 
not, in his place of physical safety, 
be enjoying the triumphs of his 
power. 3 ‘ 

1 have always thought, too, and 
from stray remarks which I have 
heard him make in later years I 
feel sure I am right, that the real 
reason he retired from rublic life, 
though he was obviously the heir of 
Wilson and for long the first Demo- 
crat in the land, was that he could 
not bear the thought of making 
personal capital out of his career 
in the war. 

In 1932, when he came so near to 
tthe nomination for the presidency, 
he was almost perversely unhelpful 
to his enthusiastic friends. For, 
in the depths of his spirit, there 
was a humility about the terror of 
the war and à pity about the sac- 
rifices of the men who had gone to 
France which made him feel, I be- 
lieve, that he could exploit no part 
of it, and that to do anything which 
brought him profit and glory from 
it would be unseemly, 

We shall not often see a man of 
his quality, and those who had the 
privilege of working for him loved 
him and will think of him as one of 
the most unworldly men who ever 
in our time played so great a part 


in the world.

DON MARQUIS. POET 
~ AND HUMORST. DES 


Author of ‘The Old Soak’ Suc- 
cumbs After Several 
Years’ Illness. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Don Mar- 
quis, newspaper columnist whose 
poetry and satire won him fame in 
literary and theatrical circles, died 
at his home in suburban, Forest 
Hills today after an illness of sev- 
eral years. He was 58 years old. 

His health had been failing rapid- 
ly and for some months he had 
been cared for by two sisters, Miss 
Bernice and Miss Neva Marquis, 
and a male nurse. A short time ago 
he suffered a stroke of paralysis, 
and his doctor said death might 
cecur at any time. 

Friends from the literary: and 
theatrical worlds recently an- 
nounced plans for a benefit to aid 
him’ financially, the writer having 
been impoverished. by his long ill- 
ness. 


Creator of the “Old Soak,” 
“archy, the Cockroach,” “Mehita- 
bel, the Alley Cat” and a host of 
other characters whose antics 
stirred nation-wide laughter, Mar- 
quis belonged to the pioneer era 
of newspaper columnists made fa- 
mous by Franklin P. Adams (F. P. 
A.), Walt Mason and Bert Leston 
Tayler. 

Baptized Robert Perry Marquis, 
he was born on July 29, 1878, at 
Walnut; Bureau County, Illinois, 
and after leaving the district school 
he worked as a section hand on the 
C. B. & Q. Railroad—"“the hardest 
work,” he said, “I ever did in my 
lite“ —as a chicken-plucker in a 
poultry slaughterhouse, sewing-ma- 
chine salesman, drug store clerk 
and clothing store salesman. 

Started Writing at 18. 

Then, at 18, he began to con- 
tribute bits of verse to the Walnut 
Mail and Express, which lampooned 
political officeholders and stirred 
the community to hearty laughter. 

Later Marquis obtained a job in 
the Census Bureau at Washington, 
but soon became a reporter for the 
Washington Times. He was sént to 
Atlanta, Ga. by his paper and 
there met Joel Chandler Harris, 
who was editing the Uncle Remus 
magazine. Marquis became Harris’ 
assistant editor, but New York 
soon called him and.he joined the 
New York Sun at about the same 
time Irvin S. Cobb started a sim- 
ilar rise to fame on that paper. 

Marquis became a columnist, 
under the heading “The Sun Dial,” 
and New York began to chuckle at 
his vagrant wit. He stayed with 
the Sun nearly 11 years. 

His first play, and his only 
hit, was “The Old Soak”—a tear- 
soaked comedy based on characters 
he had made popular in his column 
in the Sun. The role was recently 
played by Wallace Beery in a movie 
version of the play, which first ap- 
peared in 1921. 

One of the biggest post-war stage 
hits, the play netted the author 
$185,000 tn two years. 

e Wrote Two Fallures. 

Marquis had an idea that the 
star of his muse would reach the 
zenith in tragedy, He tried it out 
in two plays —“ Out of the Sea” and 
“The Dark Hours,” the latter a play 
based on the closing hours in the 
life of Jesus Christ. Both were 
failures. 


Leaving the Sun, Marquis went 


to the New York Tribune to con- 
duct a column called “The Lantern” 
for two years until 1922, when he 
retired from active newspaper work 
to become a playwright, a contrib- 
utor to magazines and a writer of 
books. In recent years, he contrib- 
uted to the editorial pages of news- 
papers and to magazines. He suf- 
fered a stroke in 1936.

Each country, and each section 
of our own country, has its own 
special] foods traditional for the hol- 
iday dinner. In of English 
descent, the holiday dinner. would 
not seem right without roast beef 
or genuine Unglish meat pie, In 
the sunny South, Virginia baked 
ham is the traditional favorite. In 
other sections, a young suckling 
pig,. roasted to a turn, will be the 
choice for the dinner. 
ever you choose as the piece de re- 
sistance of the holiday dinner, it 
must be cooked to perfection and 
served in style, so a few ideas for 
cooking these special dishes will 
be welcomed, I am sure. 

Roast Beef. 

In choosing a roast of beef, see 
that it has a good covering of fat 
over the outside, and that the lean 
is well flecked with fat. This is an 
indication of quality meat which 
will make a tender, juicy roast 
worthy of the special holiday din- 
ner. The choice cut for this is the 
rib roast, either standing or rolled. 
It is wise to choose a larger roast 
than you will need for one meal, 
because roast beef makes excellent 
sandwiches for entertaining. 

To roast beef properly, place it 
fat side up in an open roasting 
pan. If the roast is rolled, place 
it on a rack; if the bones have not 
been removed, no rack is necessary, 
as the bones themselves form a 
rack to keep the meat out of the 
juices. Season the meat with salt 


and pepper. Place it in a moderate- 
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ly slow oven (350 degrees) and let 
roast until done, for a gtanding rib 
roast allow 18 to 20 minutes per 
pound for a rare roast, 22 to 25 
minutes per pound for a medium- 
done roast and 27 to 30 minutes per 
pound for a well-done roast. If the 
roast has been boned and rolled, 
allow approximately 10 minutes 
more per pound for cooking than 
suggested for the standing rib 
roast (unboned). 

Garnish this roast with baked 
apples filled with cranberries and 
it makes a delightful picture when 
it comes to the table. 

Baked Ham. 

In Virginia, the chances are that 
dinner will be reminiscent of the 
old South, with a whole baked ham 
served on a shining silver platter, 
as the center of the meal. And in- 
deed, this is a wise choice any- 
where, because not only does it 
make a grand appearance for the 
dinner but the left-overs greatly 
simplify holiday entertaining prob- 
lems. 

The holiday ham, to be baked 
properly, is cooked in a moderately 
slow oven (300 degrees). It is

ing pan, and baked until done. Al- 
low about 25 minutes per pound 
for baking a whole ham and 30 
minutes per pound for half a ham.

Roast Suckling Pig. 

If a spectacular and unusual 
meat dish is desired, a whole roast- 
ed suckling pig is the answer. 
Choose a young pig; not more than 
three weeks old, weighing six to 
10 pounds. Have the pig dressed, 
washed in soapy water, and rinsed 
well. Sprinkle it with salt and pep- 
per. Fill the cavity with a sage 
stuffing and sew with a trussing 
or large darning needle and string. 
Bring the forefeet back and hind 
feet forward, tying them so that 
the pig lies securely. Rub soft- 
ened butter over the surface and 
place on a rack in an open roast- 
pan. Curl up the tail and 
skewer this into position and cov- 
er ears and tail with cheesecloth 
moistened with water and spread 
with fat. Put in a moderately slow 
oven (350 degrees) and let roast 
until done. Roasting requires three 
or four hours, depending on the size 
of the pig. 

To serve the roast pig, remove 
cheesecloth protection and place, 
feet down, on a large platter. Al- 
ternate red and green apples 
around the pig as a garnish. These 
are made by cooking apples in 
heavy syruy tinted red or green. 

To carve a whole roast pig, first 
separate the head from the body, 
Then split the pig down the back. 
Separate the shoulder and leg from 
one side, and then the ribs stand 
fairly open to the knife. Two or 
three servings from the ribs dis- 
pose of these. The other half of 
the pig is served in the same man- 
ner, Different parts of the pig 
are preferred by some persons, so 
the host usually consults the 
guests as to which part they pre- 
fer.

sorted cold sliced meats including 
liver sausage, baked ham, Vienna 
sausage and perhaps cold sliced 
duck or turkey, may form the 
foundation of the menu. <A well 
seasoned hot potato salad, sliced 
cheeses, relishes of crisp raw vege 
table and homemade pickles com- 
plete the table assortment. In the 
same informal spirit, squares of 
mincemeat, spice cake with cider 
or coffee makes a satisfying finish. 
For a more elaborate buffet spread 
use a hot meat dish for the founda- 
tion like a noodle ring filled with 
deliciously seasoned creamed chick- 
en or ham, or perhaps individual 
casseroles of escalloped chicken or 
chicken souffle, With these hot 
dishes should go the whole array of 
relishes like stuffed celery, salted 
nuts, cranberry relish, homemade 
crispy pickles and jelly. Then a 
tart fruit salad served from your 
wooden salad bowl, and perhaps lit- 
tle individual pies of cranberry and 
mincemeat or pumpkin, 
A Breakfast Enjoyable. 

A New Year’s breakfast serves as 
the most enjoyable end to a night 
of celebration or start of a New 
Year. Appetites will be good and 
food must be crisp, hot and attrac- 
tive. Why not build it around a 
filling waffle and sausage break- 
fast with lots of maple syrup and 
plenty of fresh butter. A refresh- 
ing fruit juice of mixed lemon, 
orange and a little cranberry may 
start such a menu. ; 

For a group of four or five it is 
attractive to heap six or seven 
large pancakes on top of each other 
with butter and maple sugar be- 
tween, cut them like pie and serve 
with frilly strips of crisp bacon. Or 
there’s a good old favorite in corned 
beef hash nests with poached eggs 
for the hot dish, served with toast- 
ed English muffins and plenty of 
good coffee. 

Try these recipes for your buffet 
spread or breakfast party: 

Turkey Souffle. 

Mix five tablespoons of flour with 
five tablespoons melted butter. Add 
one cup of evaporated milk mixed 
with one cup water. Stir until thick 
and smooth, Add one-half cup 
breadcrumbs and season with salt 
and pepper. Cool and add one and 
one-half cups chopped cold turkey 
and the beaten yolks of three eggs. 
Add one tablespoon chopped pars- 
ley and fold in three stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Turn into a buttered 
casserole and bake 30 minutes in 
a 300-degree oven. 

Noodle Ring With Creamed Ham. 

To one and one-half cups cooked 
noodles add one-fourth cup milk, 
two eggs, beaten, two tablespoons 
melted lard, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and a dash of pepper.

atin.

Add orange sections. Chill until 
firm, Unmold. Serve plain or with 
chilled custard sauce. Serves six. 

Chocolate Brittle Ice Cream. 

One-half package (scant one-half 
cup) chocolate ice cream powder. 

Four, tablespoons sugar. 

One cup milk. 

One cup cream, whipped. 

One-half cup crushed peanut brit- 
tle, 

Combine ice cream powder and 
sugar. Add milk very gradually, 
stirring until dissolved. Fold in 
whipped cream) Turn into freezing 
tray of automatic refrigerator, set- 
ting control for lowest freezing tem- 
perature. Stir when frozen one- 
fourth inch thick on sides and twice 
more at 20-minute intervals, adding 
peanut brittle with third stirring. 
Freezing time about three hours. 
Makes about seven-eighths quart. 

For about one and three-fourths 
quart double recipe above, using 
full contents of package. Freeze in 
one-or two trays three to six hours.

One quart milk, or three cups

4. Egg diluted with milk and 
sifted crumbs or flour. 

5. Egg diluted with milk and 
ground cornflakes. 

6. Flour and water paste. 

7. A batter: One cup flour, one 
and one-lialf teaspoons salt, one 
egg and three-fourths cup milk— 
beatén together. 


Pan Frying. 

Heat one-half to three-fourths 
inches of lard or other cooking fat, 
or part butter and lard, in a heavy 
flying pan. Add prepared pieces of 
chicken. Brown well. Reduce the 
heat and continue cooking for 25 to 


derness of the chicken. 
Oven Frying. 

Follow the same method as for 
pan frying, only use a heavy drip- 
ping pan. Cook for 40 to 60 min- 
utes in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.), or until tenden. 

Deep Fat Frying. 

Egg and crumbs or batter is a 
good covering for chicken fried in 
deep fat. The fat should be at least 
three inches deep and about 370 de- 
grees F. Do not overcrowd the 
pan. Allow for bubbling of fat 
whien the chicken is added. Cook 
from 15 to 30 minutes. Be sure 
the chicken is thoroughly cooked 
and well browned. 


Fricasseeing. 

Prepare and brown the chicken 
as for pan frying. Then add a small 
amount of liquid (water, milk, 
stock, cream, tomato juice or wine). 
Cover and cook slowly until tender. 

Chicken a la Maryland. 

This is an excellent way of serv- 
ing four 40 six-pound chickens, al- 
though smaller birds may also be 
used. Cut the cleaned chicken into 
serving pieces. Season. Dip into 
egg diluted with milk, then roll in 
sifted cracker crumbs. Brown in 
a one-half-inch layer of half but- 
ter and half lard.

Two cups cornmeal mush.

One egg. 

One-half cup sliced nuts. 

Add the flour, sifted with the 
baking powder and salt, to the 
mush, Add cheese, egg and nuts 
and mix well. Drop by spoonsful 


on a hot greased griddle and fry 
on both sides. 


Cream, butter, add sugar and 
cream together; add egg and apple 
sauce, then sifted dry ingredients, 
fruits and vanilla. Bake in moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees) in two lay- 
ers or loaf.

CRAB WITH NUTS 


One-fourth cup butter. 
Two tablespoons: flour. 


Two tablespoons chopped parsley. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

Two cups crabmeat. 

Three-fourths cup ground nuts. 

Melt butter, stir in flour and 
when well blended, stir in milk. 
Cook, stirring constantly, until 
smooth and thick. Add seasonings 
and crabmeat, which has been care- 
fully looked over. Pack in crab or 
scallop shells, sprinkle with ground 
nuts and bake in a moderate oven, 
850 degrees Fahrenheit, until nuts 
are golden brown. This mixture 
may be baked in a casserole. 


Macaroon Ice Cream. 


Two cups milk, two eggs, one- 
half cup sugar, three-fourths cup 
dried macaroon crumbs, one cup 
crushed peaches, one cup whipping 
cream. Scald the milk, add slow- 
ly to sugar and well-beaten eggs, 
return to double boiler and cook 
for about five minutes or until 
thick, stirring constantly. Add the 
macaroon crumbs and chill. Crush 
peaches fine,.whip cream until 

thick, but not stiff and fold all to- 
gether. Put into the refrigerator 
trays and let stand until it is about 
half frozen. Remove to a chilled 
bowl, and beat with rotary beater 
until thick and smooth. Return to 
the: refrigerator trays and freeze. 
Serves eight to 10. 


Creamed Chicken. 

One tablespoon butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, one medium can 
cream of mushroom soup, two cup- 
fuls diced cooked chicken, two 
canned pimientos, finely chopped. 

Melt butter, add flour and blend 
well. Cook until bubbling, add 
soup and continue cooking until 
thickened. Add chicken and pi- 
mentos and cook until heated 
through. Place in serving dish and 
serve with waffles. 


Sweet Potato Surprise. 

Cook sweet potatoes with skins 
on. When they are done, peel, mash 
and season with salt, butter and 
milk, Form into balls, placing a 
marshmallow in the center of each. 
Roll in fresh crisp corn flakes and 
place in the oven to bake for 15 
minutes at 350 degrees or until 
heated through at most any tem-

Stuffings and Sauces Add In- 
terest of Unusual to Well- 
Known Methods. 


The well-dressed table is pretty 
apt to be wearing a good bit of 
poultry these days, what with chick- 
en and duck and goose, not te 
mention, of course, turkey and 
guinea hen. So even the best cook 
is alert for new ways to enhance 


the succulence of the fowl. Stuffing, 
sauces and glazing are some ways. 

First about glazing: Try glazing 
it with glycerine, The fowil will have 
that luscious golden-brown shining 
look, and you needn’t worry about 
dryness. 

As for new stuffings and sauces 
and spiced fruits to companion your 
bird and turn a good meal into an. 
event, here are some grand ones 
you'll want to try: 

Prune and Apple Stuffing. 
Three cups bread crumbs. 
One-fourth cup melted fat. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One cup apples, cut in eighths, 
pared and stewed in little sugar. 
Few grains pepper. 

One-haif cup dried prunes, stoned, 
One-half cup broken nut meats. 
Four tablespoons glycerine. 
Cover prunes with hot water, 
add two tablespoons glycerine and 
simmer over a low flame until 
plump. Cool, drain and dice. Rub 
coarsely broken nut meats with re- 
maining glycerine. Combine all in- 
gredients and stuff fowl. The ad- 
dition of glycerine aids in keeping 
identity of both fruit and nuts in 


Turkey Stuffing Swedish Style. 
Two cups stale bread crumbs. 
Two-thirds cup melted butter. 
One-half cup raisins, seeded and 
cut in pieces. 
One-half cup walnut 
broken. 
Three tablespoons glycerine, 
Salt and pepper to taste.

Apricot Sauce for Fowl. 

One pound apricots, dried. 

Four large oranges, 

One-half onion, chopped. 

One tablespaon dry mustard. 
One-half tablespoon grated ginger 
root. 

One-fourth pound seeded raisins. 

One red pepper pod, 

One-half pound brown sugar, 

One lemon. 

Four tablespoons salt. 

Eight tablespoons glycerine. 

Cover dried apricots with hot 
water, add four tablespoons glycer- 
ine and cook until soft. Drain. 
grate rind of oranges and lemon 
and extract juice from fruit. Com- 
bine all ingredients including four 
remaining tablespoons of glycerine 
with apricots and bring to a boil- 
ing point. Boil slowly, being care- 
ful mixture does not burn, until it 
is thick. Remove from flame and 
rub through a coarse sieve. Cool 
and bottle. Serve with either hot 
or cold fowl. — 

Baked Pears in Ginger Syrup. 

One-third cup sugar. 

Three-fourths cup water. 

Juice of one lemon. 

One-half teaspoon ginger. 

Rind of one lemon. 

Six to eight pears, fresh or 
canned. 

Five tablespoons glycerine. 

Mix sugar, ginger, water, lemon 
rind and juice and three table- 
spoons of glycerine and boil for five 
to seven minutes, controlling the 
gas flame so that the syrup boils 
steadily but not too rapidly. Peel 
pears (leave whole) and rub with 


remaining glycerine. Arrange 


im buttered baking dish and pour 


syrup over them., Bake covered in 
an oven of 375 degrees Fahren- 
heit for one to one and one-half 
hours. If canned pears are used rub 
halves of pears with glycerine and 
bake in an oven of 300 degrees for 
20 to 30 minutes. The addition of 
glycerine in this recipe aids in glaz- 
ing fruit and preserving shape and 
color of fruit when baking.

After 
an attack of influenza or pneumo- 
nia the line will appear just at the 
base of the nail. Durthg the UI 
ness the nail laid down is thin, but 
during convalescence there is an 
increase in nail cells so the line is 
a depression limited behind by a 
ridge. It affects all the nails, the 
big toenail most notably. 

Onychonesis, or splitting of the 
nails, occurs mostly in elderly peo- 
ple, and is due to poor nutrition. 
Shedding of nails intermittently oc- 
curs. When nails are “brittle, 
ridged and furrowed,” it has been 
found that a lack of vitamins in 
the diet is present, and the condi- 
tion clears up on the administra- 
tion of Vitamins B2 and D. 

There is a brittle, thin and stri- 
ated nail present when thyroid se- 
cretion is too low.

Dear Mrs, Post: Can you give us 
any good reason why my daughter 
should include her father in any 
way in her wedding, when he has 
not lived with us for many years 
and has not contributed one cent 
to the support of the children.
